It is the interest o f these

sary evils which our want of Intelligent 
study and treat inent of the problems 
of immigration has Involved. 
Happily 
we are coming to a realization of our 
social, political, and economic Interest 
in the newcomer, in his protection from 
exploitation, his distribution and his 
intelligent assistance.

had a doubt, reasonable or otherwise. 
There are several things to be consid­ 
ered In connection with somnambulism 
that a re not encouraging to the defense 
of criminals. 
These are previous good 
habits and reputation, the absence of 
motive, the absence of concalment, the 
absence of fear, the absence of any 
plan for escape, the absence of deadly 
weapons, a record of several epileptic 
seizures, an abnormally rapid pulse, a 
pate face, bluish m l hands and an 
enlargement of the pupil of 
the eye. 
If a person accused of crime can prove 
all or many of these symptoms no Jury 
in the world Is likely to convict him.

is

every 
jury of 
twelve men has on it some man who is 
either a somnambulist himself or has 
relatives or acquaintances 
who have 
done wonderful things in 
their sleep. 
On the saloon jury there were three 
such men. 
T h a t somnambulism Is by 
no means uncommon is evident from 
the long list of great men who tire said 
to have been subject to it. 
Among 
them are CVsar, 
Mohammed, Napo­ 
leo n, Swedenborg, Milton, Newton, Lin­ 
co ln. < ’ow per, Coleridge, Handel, Pe­ 
trarch and 
Po e. No hum an beings are 
more to he pitied than som nambulists, 
but even if m any of them have been 
ignorantly punished in the past there 
dots not appear to he much danger 
of such mistakes being made in the

The main purpose of the c raft was 
harbor defense, and tho plan of action 
was to moor th e vessel 113* a chain lead­ 
ing down through the bottom of the 
ship at its center and to spin It around 
this center, firing gun after gun as it 
came in the line of fire, thus a nticipa t­ 
ing the la te r Tirnby turret, w hich in 
turn w as the germ of the m odern mon­ 
itor arm ofclad. 
Such a vessel w a s ac­ 
tually built half a century later by the 
Russian governm ent and w as a good 
representative of the first Stevens bat­ 
ten*.—C assler’s Magazine.

other is to welcome with open arms 
the next governor of Indiana.” 
The 
vice president made a brief address, 
during which he thanked his friends in 
Indiana for their loyalty.

discuss the issues or even hint at his 
opinion of the situation at Chicago. 
In conclusion he remarked that it was 
not necessary that he should make a 
speech on an occasion that was graced 
by the next governor of Indiana.

UK Federal Cen sus Bureau is n ow makin g 
yearly reports on m ortality statistics from 
such States an d cities as m ain tain a care­ 
fully con ducted registration of death s an d 
th e causes th ereof. 
Th is so-called registra­ 
tion area w as very small wh en th e bureau 
began its work several years ago, but it is 
bein g con stan tly en larged, an d lor th e report for l!x>6, 
issued recen tly, it embraces fifteen States, th e D istrict of 
Columbia, an d seven ty-seven registration cities in n on ­ 
registration States. 
Th ese States an d cities h ud in ltMXJ 
on estimated population of al>out 41,000,000, or n early on e- 
h alf th e population of th e con tin en tal Cn ited States. 
Th e 
registration area is In diig steadily exten ded. 
Th e av­ 
erage death rate for all th e States in th e registration dis­ 
trict was ltl. 1 in liMMi, compared with 10.2 in 11X15, an d 
10.3 for th e average an n ual ra te from 11X11 to 1M<>5. 
Th ese are very low figures. 
Th ey compare favorably 
w ith presen t death rates in foreign coun tries. 
But it 
is wh en th is presen t death rate of 10.1, over an area 
peopled by above -KMX <),( 
<h> person s, is placed in com­ 
parison with rates wh ich used to preiail in th e earlier 
h alf of th e last cen tury, th a t th e progress of man kin d 
in m asterin g th e forces wh ich produce prem ature death 
is made impressively man ifest. 
As th is Cen sus Bureau 
report says, “th e ten den cy in th e larger coun tries with a
